ARMIES OF BOTH

Vienna, July ly 25—A message 
from Belgrade says orders for the 
mobilization of the Russian army 
were given at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon. The King of Servia with his 
court and the garrison are leaving 
the Servian capital. 

Cetinje, July 25—Austrian troops 
were on the move today in the 
vicinity of Ragusa, Dalmatia, and 
twenty-two Austrian warships had 
assembled in the Bay of Cattaro, 

Official circles here interpreted 
these movements as meaning that 
if Austria went to war with Ser- 
via she would attempt to seize 
Mount Lovezen, cverlooking Cat- 
taro, 

Vienna, July 25.—Shortly before 
8 o'clock the Austro-Hungarian 
minister at Belgrade presented a 
note to the Servian foreign office 
saying the Servian reply was un- 
satisfactory. The Austro-Hungar- 
ian minister and the staff of the 
Legation then left Belgrade.

Belgrade, Servia, July 25.—The election of members of the 
Servian parliament has been postponed and the members of the old 
parliament have been ordered to meet in special session tomorrow to 
discuss the situation between Austria and Servia. 

The Servian press in its comments is divided in opinion some 
of the newspapers demanding the refusal of and others compliance 
with the Austrian government’s demands, 


On Stock Exchange. 


London, July 25—On the London 
stock exchange, demoralization set In 
at the opening of business this morn- 
ing owing to a rumor that Russla had 
begun to mobilize her great army In 
preparation for eventualities. Dealers 
offered everything and British consvols 
fell % per cent. to 78%; Rio Tintos 
lost 3 points, Russian Bonds 2%, Aus- 
trian and Hungarian Bonds 2 points, 
While the leading American stocks 
were quoted at from $1 to $3 below.

Russia Is Ready 

St Peterburg, July 25.—At yester- 
day’s council of ministers Sergius Sasa- 
noff reviewed the Servian ertsis, War 
Minister Soukhomlinoff explalned the 
conditions of the Russian army and the 
other ministers spoke on the Jnterna! 
Situation and labor troubles. It was 
decided that the internal situation was 
not weighty enough to warrant Russia 
abandoning Servis to her fate.

It was the general opinion of thea 
minister that a nation with flourishing 
finances and such an army could not 
afford to permit the humiliation of a 
friendly stale, and that Austria'‘s 
action could only be regarded as a 
challenge to Russia. To this latter 
opinion M. Sazonoft deciared there 
could be but one answer. It was the 
opinion of the ministers that should 
Bulgaria venture to assist Austria she 
would be attacked by Roumania. 


Support Government 

Vienna, July 25.—Although the pre- 
emptory character of Austria’s ult!i- 
matum and the brief time allowed Ser- 
via to reply came as a surprise to the 
Austrian public, the government's 
action meets with approval. 

The relations between Servia and 
Austria were felt to have become in- 
tolerable. The attitude of Servia te- 
waid Austria since Servia’s success

hearable in its arrogance. It was be- 
lieved in fervia that the time was fipe 
for the disintegregation of the Austia- 
Hlungarian empire und that Austria 
woud suffer anything rather than run 
the risk of an Iuropean war.

once for all.

The Russian government is already 
seeking to gain an extension of timo 
for Servia. 

Try Localize Fight. 


The efforts of European diplomacy, 
should the powers fail to avert the 
threatened war, will be devoted to 
localizing it. Montenegro has indl- 
cated her readiness to support Servia 
in the event of an Austrian attack, 
This certainly would plunge the whole 
of the Balkans into hostilities. Aus- 
tria counts on the neutrality of her al- 
lies, Germany and Italy, but with the 
possibility of Russian intervention on 
behalf of Servia, Austria would run 
great risks of risings among her own 
great Slay population, 

A fact much commented upon by the 
European newpapers is that Austrig 
has chosen @ moment for the issuing 
of her ultimatum when President Poin- 
care ts absent from France, and two 
of the Balkan premiers are abroad. 

The Servian government is with- 
holding publication of the text of the 
ultimatum to Belgrade. The Austrian 
minister in Belgrade has been in- 
structed to leave there immediately 
with has staff if by Saturday evening 
Servia refuses to yield to Austria's 
demands. 

Move Servian Capital. 

Against the forts and Austrian gun- 
boats on the Danube, Belgrade covld 
not hold out 24 hours, and {ft is ru- 
mored that the Servian government ta 
preparing to retire from Belgrade into 
the interior, probably to Nisch or Us- 
kub, 

According to Berlin reports, Ger- 
many will not permit interference by 
any third party in the event of Austro- 
Servian hostilities, It is reported that 
President Poincare, of France, will 
abandon his proposed Scandinavian 
tour on account of the trouble. 

War Unavoidable, 

Berlin, July 25,—German diplomacy 
considers war between Servia and 
Austria absolutely unavoidable, and is 
confining its exertions to “localizing” 
the struggle—ie., to preventing Ger- 
many and Russia being forced to take 
part, Jt Is said in high quarters that 
If localization is found to be impos- 
sible, Europe will be plunged into the 
reat international struggle which for 
fifty years has been her nightmure. 
The situation, as summed up here, Is 
that Austria wants to deal “Young 
Servia" a death blow before Servia, 
whose second Balkan war has caused 
her to become ambitious, Is anxious to 
fight Austria. 

According to the triple alliance 
treaty Germany is not bound to assist 
Austria, if Austria strikes the first 
blow, but in case the first shot is fired 
by a Servian soldier, Germany {is 
| obliged, according to the treaty, to side 
with her ally, 

In that case it ts certain that Russia 
} would assist Servia, and the real issue 
; would no longer be between Austria 
and Servia, but between Germany and 
Russia. Servians are anxious to bring 
about that condition. 


Try for Settlement. 

Paris, July 26.—The situation arising 
from the ultimatum sent by Austria 
to Servia is considered very serious in 
diplomatic circles here. 

It is said that President Poincare, 
before leaving St. Petersburg yesier- 
Gay, reached an agreement with the 
Czar for joint action in trying to settle 
the Austro-Servian difference. It is 
sald that, in view of the seriousness 
of the situation, Premier Viviani is 
hurriedly returning by rail and will 
not accompany President Poincare on 
his trip to Stockholm. 


Serious Situation. 

London, July 25.—The possibility of 
a general European war transcends 
anything else in London today.

RAILWAYS APPEAI 
FOR GU-OPERATION 
IN HANDLING CARS 


If Suggestions Are Carried Out 
Crops Will Be Moved More 
Quickly, 


ECONOMICAL USE OF 
EQUIPMENT IS ASKED 


Despite Surplus, Not Enough 
Boxes for Undue Sense 
of Security. 


Winnipeg, July 25—The head offices 
of the western railways today issued 
the following appeal to shippers and 
receivers, regard to the fast 
movement of this- year's crop: 

“One year ago, in anticipation of tha 
heavy tonnage which railways would 
be required to move as a result of the 
heavy ¢rops of that year, the rail- 
ways appealed to the shippers and re- 
celvers of freight for co-operation § in 
obtaining the maximum use of freight 
equipment. 

“In &pite of the fact that a surplus 
of cars has existed for some time, tha 
surplus of box cars is not so great as 
to warrant any feeling of security, 
and, unless the co-operation suggest- 
ed below can be had, the prospect is 
for difficulty in moving these crops 
which may result disadvantageously to 


both shippers and recelvyers of frelght. 
The railways are making every effort 
to put cars in condition for service 
and in other directions to prepare 
themselves to handle the traffic with 
promptness, 

“Shippers and receivers, commercial 
organizations and others having to do 
with the commerce of the country, are 
earnestly urged to lend their efforts 
and Influences in every way possible 
to bring about the most economical 
use of equipment, and the following 
suggestions are offered:

Trieste, Austria, July 25.—The presl- 
dent of the council of ministers of 
Montenegro in a despatch to a local 
newspaper says that his country will 
support Servia in the controversy with 
Autria-Hungary, 

Reply Evasively. 

Belgrade, July 25.—The contents of 
the Austro-Hungarian ultimatum to 
Servia became known here last night 
in an Austrian newspaper report and 
created a tremendous sensation. 

Tie cabinet met and will convens 
again today. It is e¢pected that they 
will decide to make an evasive reply to 
Austria, 

In St. Petersburg. 

St. Petersburg, July 25.—The official 
Journal yesterday publishes the fol- 
lowing communication concerning the 
trouble between Austria and Servia: 

“The imperial government is ser- 
jously preoccupied by the ultimatum 
addressed to Servia by Austro-Hun- 
gary. Russia cannot remain indifferent 
to Austro-Servian dispute.” 

There was a four hour's meeting of 
the cabinet today to consider the Aus- 
tro-Servian situation, It is understood 
that as a result of it, Russia will inter- 
vene in the controversy by asking Aus- 
tria to prolong the period she has given 
Servia to reply to her ultimatum in 
order to give time to European diplo- 
mats to act. 

The official view is that should Aus- 
tria refuse to prolong the term of the 
ultimatum, Russia may take extreimé 
measures. It is considered here that 
the dispute should have been submit- 
ted to the European powers, to whosa 
decision Servia is willing to defer. 

Another cabinet council will be held 
under the presidency of Emperot 
Nicholas before a final decision in tht 
premises is taken 
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THE OVERSHADOWING QUESTION 
IN DOMINION POLITICS. 

For Sir Wilfrid Laurier it has always been claimed by his 
friends and is generally conceded by his enemies that he has 
the greatest sense of the psychological in politics of any man 
who has ever entered public life in the Dominion of Canada, 
and the announcement of his impending visit to Western Can- 
ada is an evidence that this estimate is well founded. The 
time is certainly propitious and the influence and effect of his 
iour cannot fail to be of tremendous importance and value to 
the ciuse of liberalism. 

Coming just at the time when the crop is being marketed 
and when the farmers of the west will be scanning their grain 
checks every day, Sir Wilfrid will have no difficulty in con- 
vincing them that his was a prophetic vision when he submit- 
ted to Canada the question of reciprocity. Against such con- 
crete argument as is found in their returns—or rather the 
shortage of them—the anti-reciprocity party cannot hope to 
make any headway with the farmers, and so far as that part 
of the liberal party’s policy is concerned it remains only for the 
national leader to reaffirm the doctrine in their midst to secure 
the almost unanimous verdict of Western Canada. 

Upon the other great question which concerns the west, 
the control of the natural resources, the people of the prairie 
provinces will look forward with the keenest of interest to Sir 
Wilfrid’s visit in the hope that right herein the country most 
vitally interested he will make a pronouncement so plain that 
none can misunderstand and so definite that the electors will 
have absolute assurance that with the return of the liberal 
party to power the resources will be promptly turned over to 
those to whom they righttully belong, the people of the west 
themselves, 

Upon these two great questions the selection of the next 
Dominion government depends. In the terrible siege of hard 
times which has beset this dominion since the conservative 
government came into power Canada, from ocean to ocean, 
has had the unescapable object lesson to convince the over- 
whelming majority that the reciprocity policy was the right 
one. Borden, we know, is opposed to any enlargement of the 
freedom of trade, and upon this question there can be no 
shadow of doubt in the minds of the electors as to where the 
two great parties stand. But upon the question of the re- 
sources Borden did give his pledge to the peopie of the west 
that upon his election he would not permit twenty-four hours 
to elapse before he set in motion the necessary provisions to 
restore these to the prairie provinces. This pledge Borden has 
shamefully violated. Not only has he violated it, but his lieu- 
tenants and spokesmen in the west, and especially those re- 
presentatives in the Alberta legislature of the party which 
Borden leads, have virtually repudiated it. While repudiating 
it they attempt to make capital of the fact that the autonomy 
act by which the resources were retained ta the federal gov- 
ernment was the creation of a liberal government at Ottawa. 
But granting this, the situation now is that the two parties have 
changed position. The tory party, as led by R. L. Borden, has 
changed its position from right to wrong. The liberal party, 
if it was wrong in the first place—and there were attendant 
circumstances such as the necessity for securing the construc- 
tion of transcontinental railways and the settlement of the vast 
stretches of prairie land, which makes this an arguable con- 
tention—the liberals have now changed their position from 
wrong to right. 

This is the one great, central, overshadowing issue upon 
which the electors of the west would like to have an irrefutable 
assurance, and this assurance could come with greatest con- 
viction from the national leader of liberalism himself. 

The occasion of his visit to the west, which all recognize 
as the opening of the next campaign, is the propitious moment 
for this declaration, and liberals who have followed the for- 
tunes of Laurier throughout a generation will look forward 
with secure conviction that the assurance will not be withheld. 
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A NEW ARGUMENT FOR 
INTEMPERANCE. 

The organ of the Hon. Frank Oliver is starting an agita- 
tion against licensed clubs on the ground that they compete 
with the hotel bar trade. The argument is a curious one, and 
coming from our.contemporary it is especially interesting. It 
declares that if the clubs are allowed to sell liquor and compete 
with the licensed bars in the hotels therefore the hotels will 
be unable to provide accommodation for the travelling public. 
The paper says: 

During boom times possibly there was bar trade enough 
for all. But under existing circumstances the hotels need all 
legitimate sources of revenue to enable them to acommodate 
the travelling public and earn a return on their investment. 

If, in these hard times, the hotels are not able to make 
their business pay apart from the profits they make on the sale 
of liquor in the bar, the argument would seem to be that there 
are too many hotels. There has, however, been no such indi- 
cation in this city and the Alberta License Commissioners 
have never been charged with indiscriminate granting of 
licenses. The policy of the commissioners has always been 
that if a hotel is not needed for the accommodation of the pub- 
lic its license should be taken away and that is what is actually 
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A union jack will fly at the new

The 
duke, being a representative of Britain, 
will see the union jack should he so 
to the new hotel. 

On holidays such as Dominion day 
and May 24, a Canadian ensign will 
be hung out to the breezes, On an 
ordinary civic holiday, such as Mon- 
day would be were the  governor- 
general not a visitor, the Dominion 
flag would be flown; but from a flag 
standpoint, the duke is considered an 
ambassador from Britain, 

This is one gf the 191 details which 
the management of a first-class, 
inctropolitan hotel must look after, 
but it has not escaped the attention 
of Mr, Low, who has helped to open 
the Chateau Laurier at Ottawa and the 
Fort Garry at Winnipeg.

Besides th 
dining room there {ts a cafe and a 
palm room, also both on the ground 
floor, The cafe will be open for break- 
fast, while the palm room will be open 
during the afternoon and evening and 
be used for ladies’ teas chiefly. There 
is also a banquet room on the second 
floor, 
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It is no longer necessary to travel 
thousands of miles outside Canada in 
order to see one of the world’s engin- 
eering undertakings in progress, as 
the new Welland Ship canal, which 
being 
link {n the chain that will eventually 
enable ocean going vessels to sall 
from all ports on the Atlantic ocean 
to Duluth, Fort William and Port Ar- 
thur on tho great lakes, is surpassed 
only in some features by the hitherto 
more famous Panama canal. 

This is a $50,000,000 public work In- 
tended to replace the present water- 
way connecting Lake Erle with Lake 
Ontario, It will have immense locks 
80 feet wide with a depth of 30 feet of 
water and capable of taking boats up 
to 800 feet In length or 200 feet longer 
than the largest yessel now plying on 
the great lakes. The total length of 
this new highway from Port Weller 
on Lake Ontario to Port Colborne on 
Lake Erie will be 25 miles, and will 
have only seven locks, The lock 
gates will be a very notable feature, 
amongst the largest ever bullt, welgh- 
ing 1,100 tons each. The mechanism 
operating the equipment will allow the 
locks to be filled in the wonderfully 
short space of eight minutes, and there 
are a number of other special features 
about the work attracting much In- 
terest In the engineering world. 

At Port Weller the entrance plers 
are placed about a mile and a half 
from the shore where the total depth 
of the water is $0 feet, while an enor- 
mous embankment will be built from 
the shore line about 500 feet in width 
on either side of the channel, The 
harbor at Port Colborne will also in- 
volve some very heavy work. 

The canal will be carried over the 
Welland river and it is proposed to 
raise the leyel of this last to that of 
the summit level of the canal, about 
568 feet, by means of a dam across 
the river at Port Robinson. This will 
have the effect of flooding some 1,- 
§00 acres of low land adjoining the 
river bed 

The Welland canal Is onesof the old- 
est in Canada, having been started at 
the time of the greatecanal agitation 
of the carly twenties of last century. 
In 1841 it was enlarged and it was 
deepened in 1860. In 1875 further en- 
largements were begun which resulted 
in the canal completed in 1887, and 
now in use, but with the wonderful in- 
crease Jn the sixe cf vessels, largely 
the result of grain shipments from 
the western provinces, its capacity 
was found to be inadequate, and the 
latest enlargement 
begun in 19128.

PURCHASING ARMS 


Authoritative Report at El 
Paso That Peace is Not 
So Near in Mexico, 


DEMAND FOR SOLDIERS 
MAKES LABOR SCARCE 


Hot Fight at Ozumba, 30 Miles 
Southeast of Capital—- 
Zapata Defeated, 


El Paso, Texas, July 25.—Contrary 
to Washington advices that the ad- 
ministration was meeting with success 
in pacifying different factions among 
the constitutionallsts and that peace 
was near in Mexico, it was reported 
here on good authority yesterday that 
General Villa’s agents were buying 
large quantities of arms at Chicago 
and St. Louls. Agents of the national 
constitutionalist government declared 
that none of the purchases had been 
made by General Carranza 

Coincident with this came further 
news that Villa was entrenching him- 
self in his Chihuahua stronghold. Ar- 
rivals from Santa Rosalia, Torreon, 
Chihuahua City and other points said 
those tovns were placarded with ap- 
peals for enlistment in the army of 
the north. Two pesos a day ‘was of- 
fered, making a scarcity of labor in 
mines and on ranches 

Mexico City, July 25.—After a se- 
vere fight which lasted for more than 
ten hours, the Zapata adherents who 
attacked the town of Ozumba, 30 miles 
southeast of the-capital, have been 
badly routed by government trooper. 
According to official reports nearly 200 
of Zapata's men were killed or wound- 
ed in the engagement, 

The war office reports that Pascual 
Orozco is almost surrounded by gov- 
ernment troops at a point near the 
Michoachan border, His capture, It 
was said, was expected at any moment: 

General Eugenio Parez, general
